Gordon Campbell's BC Liberals are sinking like a stone. The opposition BC NDP has taken an 8.5% 
lead over the government party. This///- after the mainstream press persisted in claiming the BC 
Liberals were 10-14% ahead of the BC NDP only six weeks ago (when ROBBINS was calling it even). 
1 told you so — .When Campbell came back from the 2008 Summer Olympics and mused that the 
problem with the 45% raises for senior bureaucrats was related more to the timing of the announcement 
(as he left on a private jet {not Con-Air} for Beijing — than to the huge increase in salaries — British 
Columbians everywhere said "Pardon?" 

The Premier's attitude and his words confirmed what British Columbians have been stewing about for 
some time — the Premier doesn't get it — and now he has to go. Canadian voters, in particular British 
Columbians — as they relate to this poll — will be very patient with a politician— but once the levy breaks 
against you— good-bye. 

This ROBBINS poll of British Columbians confirms what we have been saying for years now: British 
Columbia has one of— //if not the most corrupt political systems anywhere in the free world. BC politics

Campbell believed his inflated polling numbers — and lost (the rest) of his mind — than — after colluding

Is Gordon Campbell getting ready to take over the Liberal Party of Canada should Stephane Dion fail? 
But wait — Campbell traveled on a private jet to Beijing, and Dion who is hoping to play up his party's 
financial poverty as an election strategy— pity- is traveling by bus for the first week of the general 
federal election. Is this a carbon footprint ploy or has Dion lost his head over the Green Shake — rattle 
and roll. 

Who is the real Mr. Greenjeans out of these two Liberals— Gordon Campbell or Stephane Dion-two 
brothers from the same mother? Both Colin Hansen (BC Liberal finance minister, and Michael 
Ignatieff— federal Liberal Deputy leader- likely next leader of the federal Liberals-will be wearing bags 
over their head in the coming weeks) — {unless} the Conservative Party of Canada keeps bragging 
about how much money it has raised.

However the BC Conservatives finally get some stage. The bar is set low — they need 2.5% or better in 
bom ridings to get a foothold, a toe hold with the press. A result like this, however humble — will 
translate into 6.25% provincially in real support. A Stephen Harper federal win underneath would bring 
potential numbers in the mid-teens IF the BC Conservatives get more organizational troops prior to the 
spring 09 general provincial election in BC.

Recently, her 2007 permanent fund was denied because she filed an Alabama income tax 
return (she made a whopping S3000) for 2006. She did this because Alabama law requires 
it. Now, it turns out that the state of Alabama has a non-resident return form, which she 
did not know. She mistakenly filed a resident return. Based on that information, she 
will file now try to file an amended return as a non-resident. The permanent fund folks, 
though, don't seem to care about any of this. 



By every requirement, she is entitled to her permanent fund. As you can imagine, as a 
student, these funds are critical to her. Of course, her PFD for 2008 is now also not 
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forthcoming .

Thanks Donny for following up on this request from Kotlik. Our VPSO program has added Kotlik to the list of 
villages that is requesting a VPSO position. We are still slotted for 19 VPSO positions with a coordinator, 
which is the same number as last year. Of the nineteen, one position was a floating one, which we now have 
to designate to a village. Our contract this year is for 19 positions, but we received a budget for eleven. DPS 
made this mistake and have stated that they anticipate having more funds available from the unused DHSS 
funds to be redirected at later date. We anticipated additional positions for villages that currently do not have 
VPSO's. Though the salaries were increased, there are no additional monies for fringe benefits, health and 
retirement benefits, nor additional positions. As winter is coming, we can anticipate a need for more VPSO's 
due to higher energy costs, which will create domestic problems and desperation, if Governor Palin feels that 
DPS should redirect it's funding to other needs in State, she should consider funding the FIRST 
RESPONDERS. VPSO's. As one health provider, who keeps a tallly of funds used to deal with health issues, 
prevention is cheaper than dealing with it at the hospital. Quyana for consideration of the need for VPSO's, 
and we know it is not limited to just Kotlik, but to every village that is in rural Alaska.

Good afternoon, 

I received a copy of a letter to Governor Palin from the Village of Kotlik 
regarding public safety issues in their community. I am very interested in getting 
your response to that letter. 

It is my concern, and that of my colleagues from the rural areas around the State, 
for public safety in rural Alaska that was the impetus for the Senate VPSO Task 
Force last year, of which I was chair. Kotlik's letter echoes the main findings of 
that task force and presents an example of the kinds of situations and concerns 
that were the driving force behind the creation of the Senate VPSO Task Force. 
The Senate VPSO Task Force issued its report February 1, 2008. 

There is one statement in the letter from Kotlik that is surprising to me. During 
the last legislative session, the Senate added additional funding to the VPSO 
program to increase VPSO pay, to add 15 additional VPSO positions beginning 
Oct 1, 2008, and to provide a small stipend to all communities with a VPSO to 
assist them with the cost of facilities. Not all of these increases made it to final 
passage, but the VPSO raise and partial funding for 15 additional VPSO 
positions (reduced from the Senate request to begin January 1, 2009 rather than 
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October 1, 2008) passed the full Legislature. So I am puzzled by the statement 
that AVCP had to eliminate a floating VPSO due to a budget cut to their 
operating budget. How can this be when funding was added to DPS to increase 
this program? 

Another important recommendation of the Task Force was that the Department 
of Public Safety (DPS) would meet with the regional non-profits to come up with 
a short and long range plan. This was in Recommendation Number 3, which 
stated: "DPS and the regional non-profits should work collaboratively to 
develop and maintain a 5 and 10 year plan for the VPSO program, to include a 
status of the VPSO program and an update from the impacts of recommendations 
by this Task Force; and deliver a copy to the Senate by February 1, 2009". Some 
specific criteria to be included in that plan were identified in the details for that 
recommendation and included parameters to use in determining which locations 
should get a VPSO. 

In addition to receiving your response to the Village of Kotlik's letter, I would 
also like an update on the status and progress of DPS meetings with the non- 
profits to comply with Recommendation Number 3 from the Senate VPSO Task 
Force report. If you have any questions, please contact my staffDenise at 465-

Steve- 

In our phone discussion today the primary concern and objective you expressed was the need for results from the 
e-mail search in a timely manner. 

The best assurance I can give you is that I will endeavor to move this along as fast as I can. i can't provide 
precise time estimates until after we apply the search terms to some e-mail accounts and see how many e-mails 
surface as a result. The more e-mails there are the longer it will fake to review them. I can update you next week 
with our sense of the timing on this. 

I also Indicated that I would be willing to consider the placement of some kind of safeguard in the process (such 
as an affidavit) that assures that all docs are accounted for. In other words, if 15 e-mails surface as a result of a 
search, all 15 will be accounted for either on a privilege log or in the disclosure. 

In terms of time and cost of an alternative process, such as the legislature issuing subpoenas and seizing the 
devices, it's difficult to say. My guess Is that it would significantfy escalate the time and expense of this matter and 
we would end up before the AK SCt on a variety of issues, including DPS security concerns, constitutional privacy 
and separation of powers. And at the end of the day, the process imposed by the courts would probably be pretty 
much what we have proposed here, which (s essentially a standard civil litigation process. 

The search protocol we discussed last Tuesday contemplated agreement to search terms. You have provided a 
lengthy list of terms, some of which are much broader than the scope of the investigation. For instance "executive 
privilege" could encompass dozens of unrelated matters for which executive privilege has been properly asserted. 
Such terms could also slow down the search process. While we have not yet agreed to these search terms, my 
inclination at this point is to start the process with this list and see how it goes. If we find that it produces too many 
unrelated docs, you may wish to reconsider some of the terms on your list 

For what it's worth, Law's continuing objective has been to deal with this in a reasonable and fair manner 
consistent with the constitution's express requirement that legislative investigations accord all persons fair and 
just treatment.

Governor Palin Signs Energy Package 

August 25, 2008, Anchorage, Alaska - Governor Sarah Palin today signed legislation that will help 
Alaskans combat the high cost of energy. The Governor signed House Bill 4001 and Senate Bill 
4002 Into law at the home of an Anchorage resident who took advantage of the Alaska Housing 
Finance Corporation's Weatherizatlon and Home Energy Rebate Program. 

SB 4002 uses revenues generated from the state's natural resources to provide a one-time special 
payment of $1,200 to every Alaskan eligible for the 2008 Permanent Fund dividend. The bill also 
raises by 50 percent the maximum amount of loans that bulk fuel bridge and bulk fuel revolving 
loan funds can make to communities and cooperatives. It also suspends the state's motor fuel tax 
on gasoline, marine fuel, and aviation fuel for a year and strengthens the Power Cost Equalization 
Program. HB 4001 is the appropriation bill. 

"Alaskans who signed up for direct deposit will see these funds on September 12, along with their 
dividend," said Governor Patin. "In rural Alaska, particularly, many people are facing a choice 
between feeding their families and heating their homes, and they could use this payment from the 
state's energy-generated surplus to cover some of those bills." 

Carol Geczy's home has been weather-stripped, Insulation was added to the attic and crawl space, 
drafts were sealed and smoke and carbon monoxide detectors were Installed. Approximately 
$5,000 was spent on the home with an expected energy savings of 20 to 30 percent. The 
improvements were made in part by AHFC's Weatherizatlon Program. 

The Governor's resource rebate, along with AHFC's Weatherizatfon and Home Energy Rebate 
programs, are putting hundreds of millions of dollars into the hands of Alaskans to help combat 
high energy costs," said Dan Fauske, AHFC's chief executive officer. "Investing money in making 
your home more energy efficient is just about the best bang for your buck you can get." 

Governor Palin also signed a proclamation declaring September as "Energy Efficiency Month" in 
Alaska. The proclamation encourages Alaskans to lower their costs by conserving energy and by 
using existing energy more efficiently at work, home and on the road. 
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"Conserving energy and using it more efficiently doesn't necessarily mean you have to sacrifice 
your quality of life," said Governor Palin. "Ifs the little things, like making sure lights, computers 
and appliances are turned off - and slowing down on the road, which will save money spent on 
gasoline."

The Bush Administration is concerned about = compliance with the National Environmental Policy Act, 
the compatibility = test under the National Wildlife Refuge Administration Act, lack of = funding, 
questions about who would do the work, etc. All of this = translates into a question of timing. At this 
point, 1 dont think = that the Administration wants to take on such a controversial issue with = so few 
months remaining in office, all of the rhetoric not withstanding.&nb= sp; 

I tried to respond on each point, emphasizing = the non-intrusive nature of seismic work, thereby 
mitigating issues = involving NEPA and the compatibility test. However, 1 don't think I = made much 
progress. 

One other interesting point from a Congressional staffer. He felt that a focus on seismic activity might 
actually = detract from the effort to open the coastal plain to responsible = development. Many 
Republicans in Congress want to keep the emphasis = on the main issue with no distractions. 

The tide of public opinion is clearly beginning = to turn in our favor. However, I'm not at all sure that 
this will = manifest itself in the Congressional energy debate that will resume = in the fall. Looking to 
the future, I hope that you will have a = chance to talk with Senator McCain or his people during the 
Republican = convention.

Thank you for your e-mail on the use of royalty oil to reduce the cost of energy to Alaskans. We share the desire 
to provide relief to all Alaskans from the crushing weight of energy costs. 

There are several popular ideas that have been discussed across Alaska, such as buying the refinery, selling 
crude at a lower rate and most recently capping the cost of dieset. Each idea sounds good but rapidly gets 
entangled in a web of constitutionality, revenue impacts, taxation, logistics, fairness, hold harmless clauses and 
ensuring that cost savings are passed on to Alaskans. 

Both the Administration and the Legislature have struggled with the best way to reduce energy costs in Alaska. 
Both put their best efforts forward to identify available options and recognized the need for both a short-term 
and a long-term solution to stabilize the economy. The Legislature recently passed a special session energy plan 
that touched on both the immediate need and funding to build infrastructure for the future. 

We are currently working on the Alaskan Energy Plan that will provide a focus for each community and region to 
reduce the cost of energy to Alaskan through the use of local fuels. Admittedly, these additions will not be ready 
for this winter season, but these infrastructure additions will provide some hope that there is a light at the end 
of the tunnel. Like you, we can see the end result if we stay on the current diesel dependency, but it has taken 
about thirty years to become totally dependent on oil, and it will take sometime to shift off of diesel and reduce 
the cost of energy in Alaska. 

Every State in the US has a similar issue with the rising cost of energy, fortunately Alaska has the resources and 
the finances to resolve the energy crisis in Alaska for many generations to come.

The article below is in line with my continuous support for using our Alaska 
State Royalty Oil for lowering the cost of all fuel for Alaskans. 

Fuel costs are the Energy Achilles Heal for us in Alaska. We export 700,000 
barrels of crude oil a day and we pay the highest fuel costs in the nation. 

In Dillingham, we are paying $6.46 a gallon for gasoline and $623 a gallon for 
heating fuel. Even though Dorothy and I will each get $1200 and a PFD check, 
that will not pay for all of our heating fuel costs for this coming winter. 

I know that the state is not responsible for paying for my fuel costs but I believe that the 
state has an obligation to find ways and means to lower my cost of fuel so that 
we can afford to pay for it. 

Using our Royalty Oil effectively can lower our cost of fuel. Our constitution supports 

this and existing law on the books gives the Department of Natural Resources authority to move 

in that direction. 

If we do not solve our fuel cost problems very quickly, our state will go into an economic 
downturn that we will have great difficulty reversing. 

Please consider the use of our Alaska State Royalty Oil for in-state use at a cost that 
Alaskans can afford to purchase and allow us to develop our state's potential using 
our Royalty Oil. If that is not possible, then support from your administration is 
needed for the State Senate plan to cap heating fuel costs at $3.00 a gallon. 

We appreciate the $1200 resource rebate but it does not solve our fuel cost problems. We 
also appreciate the weatherization, PCE enhancements, and other energy programs that 
the legislature and your administration adopted that help immensely but fall short of 
solving our fuel cost dilemma. 

The State Senate adopted a fuel cost plan that capped the cost of heating fuel at $3.00 
a gallon. Unfortunately that plan was rejected by the State House. 

I urge you to seriously consider supporting the State Senate plan in 2009 and/or using our State Royalty 
Oil to lower our cost of fuels to prevent an energy crisis from getting worse than it already is.

State's oil could lower fuel prices 
Cheaper fuel is in 'best interest* of all Alaskans

With the dramatic rise in the cost of crude oil, every Alaskan has been hit with the skyrocketing costs for 
home heating oil, diesel fuel and gasoline. The government of Alaska is collecting a huge windfall of 
cash from the sale of its royalty crude oil from the North Slope as well as collecting taxes on the balance 
of the crude oil through the pipeline. Many residents and small businesses cannot keep up with the 
increased costs of refined fuels. This affects rural villages, Interior residents, Southcentral commuters, 
truckers and coastal fishermen. 

The state government is selling its royalty oil, 3 million barrels a month, to the highest bidder and 
adding $100 million dollars a week to its treasury. The government is being unjustly enriched while 
residents' bank accounts and wallets are being bled dry. There must be a corrective action for us to 
survive the winter heating season, as well as afford the climbing prices for all products shipped by truck, 
rail, marine or aviation. 

The royalty oil belongs to the people of the state, not the government Alaskans are being stripped of 
their financial resources while the state government is rolling in money. We need to change the way our 
government thinks about its residents. 

Alaska law, AS 38.05.182, "compels the Commissioner of Natural Resources to take oil and gas 
royalties in-kind (actually taking ownership and possession) unless he determines that taking royalty in- 
value (selling the crude and collecting the cash) is in the best interests of the state." 

The law, AS 38.05. 1 83 (e), also describes how to determine the state's "best interests." The decision 
must be based on: "The cash value offered," "The projected effects of the sale on the economy of the 
state," "The projected benefits of refining or processing the oil in the state," and, "The ability of the 
prospective buyer to provide refined products to the citizens at competitive prices." 

Currently, the state is selling its royalty oil in-value, to the residents' detriment. The "projected effects 
of the sale on the economy of the state" need to be brought to the forefront. 

Unfortunately, few people in Juneau are willing to discuss the merits and benefits of taking royalty oil 
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in-kind. Simply, the state needs to take our royalty crude oil and provide it to in-state refineries at a 
lower price, after negotiating contracts under which the refineries pass those lower prices to all 
Alaskans. 

This action will allow us all time to explore alternate energy sources, conduct energy retro-fits to homes 
and businesses and procure more efficient transportation. It also will allow the private sector to put 
about $3 million dollars a day back into our economy, in lieu of putting its hard earned money into the 
state's overflowing treasury. 

Alaskans use about 800,000 gallons of gasoline and about 600,000 gallons of No. 2 diesel and heating 
oil per day, according to the latest information from the state Division of Oil and Gas Web site. 

This demand could be met with half the state's monthly allotment of royalty crude oil. The state will 
have plenty of surplus funds for infrastructure, schools and roads, and ample funds for running the 
state's bureaucracy and adding to the Permanent Fund. 

The law required to do this is already exists. We just need our government to listen and act on it now. 

This plan is simple; it takes little additional administration to implement, and it is fair to every Alaskan, 
no matter what their occupation is or their location in the state. We have already seen how the trickle up 
(or down) effect works. It is quite obvious that if we lower the fuel expense, then other goods and 
services price reductions will follow. 

We all know we need to change our oil usage and learn to conserve energy of all kinds but having the 
citizens paying the state almost $ 1 billion a year in additional fuel expense is not in the "best interests" 
of Alaskans. It is merely an undeclared tax on the people and the economy. 

There are other plans, such as the state giving away extra checks, or the state paying for one half of 
residents' fuel oil bills. The check giveaway plan ($1 ,200) involves residents paying taxes to the federal 
government to the tune of $200 million (which should stay in the state) and that plan does nothing to 
help heat our schools, hospitals or businesses. 

If you live in Iowa, you should be able to buy cheap com. If you live in Texas, you should be able to 
buy cheap beef. And, if you live in Alaska, you should be able to buy cheap fuel. 

Call your legislators and the governor now and demand their support of royalty oil in-kind for all of 
Alaska. Juneau should work for us; we do not work for them. It is past time that Juneau understands this 
philosophy. 

Time is of the essence; we cannot afford to wait any longer.
